CONVICTS REBEL 
ATTACK WARDERS AND SET FIRE To 
PRISON GOVERNOR’S OFFICE 
SUDDEN | OUTBURST AT AT EXERCISE TIME 


FOR TWO HOURS CHAOS ' REIGNS WITHIN 


HIGH WALLS OF FORMIDABLE PRISON... 


London, Yesterday. 


“Darenioor Prison, the: sieutly century-old convict Prison, near Prince: /. 


town, in Devonshire, was the scene of an amazing prisoners’ mutiny on 
Sunday. 


Trouble, it seems, had been ‘brewing and simmering for over a fort- 
night or so, and boiled over on Sunday morning, when the prisoners were 
being exercised. 

These prisoners, numbering over three hundred, suddenly attacked 
the armed warders. They (the prisoners) armed themselves with impro- 
vised weapons, and so unexpected and sudden was the revolt that the 
warders were, temporarily, at a disadyantage, The prisoners were able to 
set fire to the Prison Governor’s office. 

Reinforcements were summoned, and hundreds of police, from neigh- 
bouring towns and villages, were rushed to the assistance of the prison 
‘authorities. . 

While these reinforcements were on their way to the prison, chaos 
reigned within the grim, grey walls, Hundreds ‘of convicts tried to scale 
the high boundary wall, but failed. in their efforts to regain their liberty. 

The noise of rifle fire was heard Tiles away, and the flames of the fire 


consuming the Prison Governor's | fice, set. alight, by, the ‘nutinous pri- 
soners, were seen algo'niiles. away. 

The struggle for supremacy between the prisoners and warders lasted © 
‘over two hours, finally being retained by the latter. 

In the conflict a dozen warders were seriously injured. Between sixty 
and seventy convicts were also injured, and these casualties had later. to 
be removed to hospital. 

Over a hundred soldiers, in steel helmets and wearing full fighting - 
equipment, were got to “stand by” at Plymouth, ready to proceed . to 
Dartmoor at a moment’s notice. _ Their services, however, do not appear 
to have been found necessary. 


A subsequent cablegram states, that, according toa Home Office state- 
ment, the injuries sustained by the convicts were not so serious as at first’ 
reported. About twenty convicts are now in hospital with minor injuries 
received from shots fired and the staves wielded by the warders and pri- 
son officers. 

Not one of the prisoners, nor any seapelee or prison officer have been 
seriously injured. 

No prisoner was able to effect escape, All have been aseounted for 
in the prison.—Reuter.

The resolution 
was subsequently withdrawn 6n the 
suggestion of the chairman, Mr. 
Frank Fletcher, Head Master, of 
Charterhouse, who said that the dis- 
cussion on it had been useful, but 
that it was not suitable for passing. 
as a definite resolution. 

During the thirty-five years he 
had been a schoolmaster, Dr, Aling- 
ton said, he had witnessed many 
bitter struggles between subject 
fought out with very little regard 
to principle. Amid all the con- 
flicting voices what were those sc 


jcalled educational experts, the head 


masters, to do? 

““T can tell you what they do.in 
fact. They endeavour to trim their 
sails to every breeze, and grossly 
overload their curriculum, starving 
every subject of ita proper quantity 


—|of hours in a vain attempt to pro- 


pitate criticism, forgetting that if 
the average Englishman could not 
blame his, own education he would 
find it very difficult to account satis- 
factorily for his own inefficiency.” 
(Laughter.) 

The English education a, century 
ugo was lamentably narrow, but it 
jWas.at any rate based on principles 
in which its professors heartily be- 
lieved. 1 would like to express 
the conviction that-we put in en- 
tirely exaggerated value upon know- 
ledge as such. There are very few 


,{things indeed that we can say with 


certainty tlmt-everyone ought “to 
know.” When they had’ said that 
a boy must know arithmetic in tho! 
sense of being able to divide and 
subtract with reasonable accuracy, 
and that he must know enough of. 
his own language to understand it 
when used by others and to employ 
it himseli. he verily believed that 
they had exhausted the demands 
that they had a right to make. 
There was no other knowledge 


‘|which might rightly be regarded as 


indispensable, and they ought, in 
the. name of principle, to begin by 
separating the indispenable fram 
the desirable. “We are sure that 
the average ‘boy’ wd ‘instruct will 
hever attain to more than a reason- 
able proficiency in some one sub- 
ject, and yet we teach him as if he 
Is likely to become a prodigy. Our 
fundamental error is to teach all 
subjects in the same way, and that 
the way which leads to expert 
knowledge.” ; 
Greek in Girls’ Schools. 
He regarded as disastrous tha 
in Latin pronuncia- 
tion, which - put a serious stumb- 
litg-block in the way of the average 
boy. “There ts, I believe, a similar 
Movement towards the correct pro- 
nunelation of Greek, but as this 
monstrosity is in the main confined 
to girl's schools, and as my opinion 
of it is far from fitting for feminine 
ears, I will content myself by pass- 
ing it over in ailence.”

He disagreed, with tha head 
master of Eton when he said that 
the education was not the result of 
any thought-out principle.

age,.of a foreign language, and of 
thet province: of knowledge which 
was founded by ; mathematica and 
science. He agseed ‘that there had 
been a tendency to force:some aub- 
jects to a high standard, ‘and he 


agreed with Dr. Alington’s . viaw a 


that Latin prose should ot. ‘be 
taught to the average pupil, and’ 
that mathematics. was on too high 
a standard. 

Examination Problem. 

He did not think that any good 
could be done by tinkering with the 
curriculum. What they had to do 
first was to change their examina- 
tion system.’ Head mastera ought 
to make up their minds aa to whe- 
ther they wished the school certi- 
ficate to be connected in any way 
with the matriculation of univer- 
sities. “Secondly, there should be 
a review in the method of conduct- 
ing examinations, 
should be assured a Jess high stan- 
dard of marking. - The average 
boy should get 60, and the intel. 
gent boy. 100 per cent. Not 10 
per cent. of our pupils in our 
secondary schools are going to uni- 
versities, and yet. the education of 
a quarter of a million of boys and 
girls ‘is. being determined solely by 
the academic demand of the uni- 
voraities to the exclusion of the 
interests of industry and com- 
merce.” , 

Mr. H. L. 0. Flecker (Christ's 
Hospital) maintained that difficulty 
was caused by the growing demand 
of the business world for echool 
certificates. Schools were being 
driven to train their boya in the 
subjects which those certificate de- 
manded, Any boy must receive

French suggestions for an in- 
ternational shippinz conference, 
with the object of reducing the 
present excess ot international 
tonnage, were emphatically re- 
jected to-day by the managing 
director of the North German 
Lloyd, Herr Glaessel,-in an arti- 
ele in the Bremen Weserzeitung. 
So far from encouraging gov- 
ernment interference with inter- 
national shipping, Herr Glaessel 
pleads that the present sub- 
sidies should be discontinued, 
restoring the free play of econo- 
mic forces in which alone lies 

salvation. “ 


In this connection, Herr 
Glaessel refutes the French alle- 


mammoth liners, Europa and 
Bremen, the North German 
Lloyd had started the competi- 
tive building race, which had 
brought international ‘shipping 
to its present pass. The con- 
struction of the two new liners, 
Herr Glaessel contends, had be- 
come imperative after Germany 
had lost her entire merchant 
fleet under the provisions of the 
Versailles Treaty.

VALUE. 


Impossible to Fix: No 
Opinions the Same. 


“Any attempt 
London as a whole,” said a leading 
West-end valuer ‘to 8 representa- 
tive of The Daily Telegraph, “would 
be the wildest guesswork, — Pro- 
bably no two opinions would be the 
same. 

“tt would be interesting to know 
on what basis the French valuers 
have arrived at their total. The 
figure of the net annual value of the 
administrative County of London 
for 1931, as ascertained by the 
rating authorities, is £68,646,836. 
If that be capitalised at, say, twenty 


lower than the 
figure. In this total no account is 
taken of values of streets or of the 
capitalised value of such yndertak- 
ings as the Underground Railways. 
Perhaps, however, the French took 
the total of the sums for which 
property was insured. That of 
London would be about £2,270,000,- 
000.” 

London valuers generally declined 
to attempt to put a price on national 
buildings.
